THE OUTLOOK 


No one can have liyed through the events of 
the week through which we have just passed 
without being conscious of two things—sacrifice 
and waste. The tragic Roll of Honour, filling 
columns of our newspapers day by day, tells 
a tale so full of angnish that comment would be 
out of place. Thé heroism of men, the heroism 
of women—these are the only tolerable aspects 
of an outpouring of the nation’s best blood 
which is without parallel in our history. And 
these we have always with us; in peace as well 
as in war. 


The Call to Women 

The_ Board of Trade issued a circular on 
Thursday in last week, calling upon women able 
and willing to work to enter themselves upon 
a new Register of Women for War Service, 
which is being prepared by the Board of Trade 
Labour Exchanges with a view to meeting 
“both the present and the future needs of 
national industry during the war.” The object, 
continu& the circular, “is to find out what re- 
serve force of women’s labour, trained or un- 
trained, can be made available if required.” 
This action on the part of a Government De 
partment had something of the effect of a 
bombshell, especially among Suffragists, who 
have had little reason to expect the Govern- 
ment to agree with them that women can be 
found to carry on the work of the nation while 
the men are away. Recovering from their first 
surprise, Suffragists then showed a natural sus- 
picion of this eleventh-hour discovery of the 
existence of women, and, while congratulating 
the Board of Trade on realising at last the 
varied capacities of women outside the home,

United Suffragists’ Opinion 

The whole question of women’s labour, as the 
Government would realise if it were responsible 
to women as it is to men, is far too big and 
complex to be settled in this wholesale way by 
the issue of a scrap of paper from a Government 


Department. The United Suffragists, who were 


holding a meeting in the Essex Hall on the 
day the circular appeared, at afice gripped the 
situation, and passed the following resolution 
without a. single dissentient voice :— 

« That in view of the circular issued by the Board 
of Trade, basing its appeal to women workers on 
-the statement that every woman who by working 
releases a man for war service is herself performing 
national war service; this meeting calls upon the 
Government at least to recognise the -citizenship

they made for the country. Our women can do the 
same. 


If it requires a European war to reveal to some 
people the fact of women’s eternal services for 
their country, that is one good result of a colossal 
calamity. Nothing less, we are sure, would have 
induced the National League for Opposing 
Woman Suffrage to consent (according to the 
Daily Citizen) ‘‘ to co-operate with the Board of 
Trade in obtaining the services of women for 
war work.” War or no war, the N.L.O.W:.S. 
has thus committed itself to the slaying of the 
old.adage, ‘“‘Woman’s Place is the Home,” and 
Suffragists will never allow them to forget this. 


Children and the War | 

Apart from the actual lives lost through the 
war—three children were killed by bombs 
dropped from a Taube on. Poperinghe, last week 
—there is a close connection between the appal- 
ling casualty lists appearing daily in the news- 
papers and the normal existence and the future 
of our children. In many places, notably Man- 
chester and London, schools are being taken 
over by the Government and converted into hos- 
pitals to meet the growing need for accommoda- 
tion for our wounded soldiers. Some 6,000 
children are said to have been thus displaced 
in the south of London, an attempt being made 
to cope with the loss of education involved by 
what is called the “two-shift” system. No 
doubt the youngsters look upon this as the 
bright side of war, but we should like to know 
what their mothers think of their running wild 
at home for half the day. And it offers a grave 
incentive to the employment of children. | 
.The Women’s International Congress, to be 
held in the Dierentuin at the Hague on April 
28, 29, and 30, is extending its circle of interest 
rapidly; and we now hear that an important 
contingent from the Women’s Peace Party in 
America intend to be present at it, among whom 
will be Mrs. Pethick Lawrence.

We might claim that our cartoon and. poster. 
last week bearing the inscription, “‘ Women into 
the Breach!” were prophetic. On the very 
same day on which our paper appeared the 
Board of Trade issued a, Circular inviting women 
to enter themselves upon a Register for -“ war 
service.” The Circular stated that, owing to the 
shortage of labour, which’ will ‘spread as more 
and more men join the army, the Government 
wishes for particulars as to the women available: 
for paid employment, with or witheut previous 
training.’ The Register is to be a census of 


women who could fill existing or future shor- 


tage, so that “if employers patriotically allow 
their men to go,” women can be supplied. A 
woman's “ war service” is release or equip 
a man,” and while various forms of possible ems 
ployment are mentioned, special stress is laid 
upon the manufacture of cartridge cases, shell 
cases, and army clothing. In broad terms, a 
Board of Trade official told.the Daily Chronicle 
that they “desire to form a Roll of Honour of 
women who are ready to give their serv.ces to

In the first place, we heartily <cunptoinlih the 
Government upon having at last woke up to 
the fact that women have services to give. The 
terms of the Circular do not show us whether 
they have yet discovered that; besides the enor- 
mous number of women doing national service 
by looking after their homes, there are nearly 
six million women at regular work in organised 
trades, whose service may truly be described as 
national. But, in any case, it is something that 
a Government which has so shamefully and 
habitually ignored the demands and position of 


women’s existence and of their possible ascist- 
ance in this time of need. From the very be 
ginning of the war we have urged the employ- 
ment of women to carry on the work which 
reservists and the volunteers for our new armies 
have been obliged to drop.. As we showed last 
week, many private employers have already 
seen the good sense and necessity of this sub- 
stitution, and now, after eight months of. war, 
even the Government is bechdaing to stir. We 
congratulate them. 

The dangers of the. wae outimed by the 
present Circular are obvious. There is the very 
serious danger that the Government may use 
it as an indirect form of conscription—a con-

Conspiracy Against the Constitution 
But there is, of course, far less danger to 
popular liberty in an institution of. limited 
power which is frankly undemocratic, than in 
one, functionally strong, which pretends to 
democratic principles but.in act constantly be- 
trays them. And thus we have to-day a House 
of Commons which is the very focus and fulcrum 
of those undemocratic forces that have taken 
hold of war conditions to exploit them to their
